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on at least one side of the display unit, wherein the camera is provided on an 
upper side of the display unit, wherein the microphone is provided on a lower 
side of the display unit, 

wherein the display unit, the speaker, the camera, and the microphone are 
included in a first housing, and 

wherein the keyboard and the pointing device are included in a second housing 
and are provided on a same surface of the second housing.
